SMITHVILLE, Miss. Several top federal officials 
toured tornado-ravaged areas of the South as 
churches honored the storms’ victims in Sun- 
day services. 

Homeland Security Secretary Janet Na- 
politano and Federal Emergency Manage- 
ment Agency Administrator Craig Fugate were 
among the officials visiting parts of Alabama 
and Mississippi decimated by one of the dead- 
liest tornado outbreaks in U.S. history 

The visit comes as damage reports from 
Wednesday’s storms grow and the number of 
dead and injured mounts. The death toll had 
climbed to 339 on Sunday according to emer- 


gency management officials in six states. 

President Obama visited the Tuscaloosa, 
Ala., region Friday meeting with families af- 
fected by the storms. 

“We were changed. Our world will never be 
the same. This moment will forever be etched 
in the forefront of all our imaginations,” Pas- 
tor Wes White said at a service in Smithville, 
Miss., where at least 15 people were killed in 
the storms. A tornado demolished Smithville 
Baptist Church, but White urged several hun- 
dred congregants gathered under a tent Sunday 
not to lose hope, but to turn to Jesus. 

“In these moments of change and in these 
moments of hurt, as we look on what was our 


precious building ... let me remind you of this 
truth first: When you don’t know what to do, 
you can know where to go,” he said. 

Alabama’s governor declared Sunday a day of 
prayer to honor victims Sunday, as the funeral 
of at least one— University of Alabama graphic 
design student Morgan Sigler— was scheduled 
to take place. 

Sigler huddled in a hallway with friends as 
the tornado hit. But the twister demolished 
everything in the house but a closet, where one 
friend took shelter and survived, later finding 
Sigler’s body in the rubble across the street. 

“She just lit up our world; she was our baby,” 
Sigler’s mother, Vega, said Saturday

TUSCALOOSA, Ala. Along with the 
city’s power and phone service, 
the hospital’s pager network went 
down when the tornado hit Ala- 
bama. 

But like nearly every doctor in 
Tuscaloosa, orthopedic surgeon 
Brian Claytor didn’t need his beep- 
er to tell him to head to the trauma 
center. 

Claytor said he didn’t know 
what to expect when he arrived at 
DCH Regional Medical Center on 
Wednesday 

“The emergency room was just 
overflowing,” said Claytor, 38. “I 
was just in shock when I walked in 
to see the sheer volume of injured 
people and the severity of the inju- 
ries.” 

Patients filled the haUway and 
every available room. Injuries 
ranged from minor cuts, lacera- 
tions and broken ankles to severe 
trauma from debris that sliced pa- 
tients’ heads, chests and abdomens. 

The wounded screamed for help. 
Others scrambled through the 
chaotic scene, searching for loved 
ones. Pickups screeched into the 
emergency room driveway with 
injured loved ones helpless and 
bleeding in the truck beds. 

Early on, the hospital relied 
on backup generator power. The 
fierce tornado clipped the back of 
the hospital. Water and air condi- 
tioning were lost through most of 
the night. 

The trauma center turned into 
a triage unit, much like a war zone 
hospital. With systems down, doc- 
tors, nurses. X-ray technicians and 
other staff members went into 
overdrive. 

“In the midst of that, we’re try- 
ing to identify the worst of those 
injuries and try to get them dealt 
with as best we could,” Claytor said. 

“It’s just impossible to adequate- 
ly prepare yourself for that situ- 
ation. But fortunately after that 
initial shock wore off, people got 
down to work.”

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OBAMA ADDRESSES THE NATION: BIN LADEN KILLED IN PAKISTAN

WASHINGTON Al-Qaida leader Osama bin 
Laden was killed in a mansion Sunday in a 
firelight with U.S. forces in an area north 
of Islamabad, Pakistan, and his body was 
recovered. President Obama announced 
on Sunday 

“Justice has been done,” Obama said in a 
dramatic, late-night White House speech 
announcing the death of the elusive mas- 
termind of the Sept, ii, 2001, attacks on 
New York and Washington. 

Former President George W Bush, who 
was in office at the time of the attacks and 
famously said he wanted bin Laden dead or 
alive, said the death of the al-Qaida leader 
was a “momentous achievement.” 

“The fight against terror goes on, but 
tonight America has sent an unmistakable 
message: No matter how long it takes, jus- 
tice will be done,” Bush said in a statement. 

Obama said U.S. forces led the opera- 
tion that killed bin Laden. No Americans 
were killed in the operation and they took 
care to avoid civilian casualties, he said. 

“The United States has conducted an 
operation that killed Osama bin Laden, 
the leader of al-Qaida and a terrorist who is 
responsible for the murder of thousands of 
men, women and children,” Obama said. 


It is a major accomplishment for Obama 
and his national security team, after many 
Americans had given up hope of ever find- 
ing bin Laden. 

Thousands of people crowded outside 
the White House late Sunday night and 
chanted, “USA! USA!” in response to the 
news. In New York City, throngs gathered 
at ground zero after Obama’s announce- 
ment. “New Yorkers have waited nearly 
10 years for this news,” New Y)rk Mayor 
Michael Bloomberg said in a statement. 

“This welcome news is a credit to our 
intelligence efforts and brings to justice 
the architect of the attacks on our country 
that killed nearly 3,000 people on Sep- 
tember II, 2001,” said Sen. Susan Collins 
(R-Maine), the ranking Republican on the 
Homeland Security Committee, in a state- 
ment issued Sunday night. 

U.S. officials said that after searching 
in vain for the al-Qaida leader since he 
disappeared in Afghanistan in late 2001, 
the Saudi-born extremist was killed in the 
Pakistani town of Abbottabad. Bin Laden’s 
son was also killed in the attack. 

Having the body may help convince any 
doubters that bin Laden is really dead. 

He had been the subject of a search since 
he eluded U.S. soldiers and Afghan militia 


forces in a large-scale assault in 2001. 

The trail quickly went cold after he dis- 
appeared and many intelligence officials 
believed he had been hiding in Pakistan. 

Obama said shortly after taking office in 
2009, he directed CIA Director Leon Pa- 
netta to make the killing or capture of bin 
Laden the “top priority” in the war against 
al-Qaida. In August, Obama was briefed on 
a possible lead to bin Laden, he said. 

Obama warned that the fight against 
terrorism is not ended. “There’s no doubt 
that al-Qaida will continue to pursue at- 
tacks against us,” he said. 

U.S. diplomatic facilities around the 
world were placed on high alert following 
the announcement of bin Laden’s death, 
a senior U.S. official said; the U.S. State 
Department was expected to send out a 
“worldwide caution” for Americans. Some 
feared al-Qaida supporters may try to re- 
taliate against U.S. citizens or institutions. 

Besides Sept, ii, Washington also has 
linked bin Laden to a string of attacks — 
including the 1998 bombings of American 
embassies in Kenya and Tanzania. 

“Tonight we are once again reminded 
that America can do whatever we set our 
mind to,” Obama said. “That is the story of 
our history” cnn, Reuters, bloomberg

Bin Laden was the 
leader of al-Qaida, the terrorist network 
behind the Sept, ii, 2001, attacks on the 
U.S. 

The enormity of the destruction— the 
World Trade Center’s towers devastated by 
two hijacked airplanes, the Pentagon par- 
tially destroyed by a third hijacked jetliner, 
a fourth flight crashed in rural Pennsylva- 
nia, and more than 3,000 people killed— 
gave bin Laden a global presence. 

The Saudi-born zealot commanded an 
organization run like a rogue multinational 
firm, with subsidiaries operating secretly 
in dozens of countries, plotting terror, rais- 
ing money and recruiting young Muslim 
men— even boys— from many nations to 
its training camps in Afghanistan. 

He used the fruits of his family’s suc- 
cess— a personal fortune estimated in the 
hundreds of millions of dollars— to help 
finance al-Qaida in its quest for a new pan- 
Islamic religious state. 

Even before Sept, ii, bin Laden was al- 
ready on the FBI’s Ten Most Wanted Fugi- 
tives list. He had been implicated in a se- 
ries of deadly, high-profile attacks that had 
grown in their intensity and success during 
the 1990S. 

Bin Laden eluded capture for years, once 
reportedly slipping out of a training camp 
in Afghanistan just hours before a barrage 
of U.S. cruise missiles destroyed it. 

On Sept. II, sources said, the evidence 
immediately pointed to bin Laden. Within 
days, those close to the investigation said 
they had their proof 

After the attack. President George W 
Bush made it clear bin Laden was the No. i 
suspect. “I want justice,” Bush said.

Rahm in waiting 


Mayor-elect sets up 
transition as Daley 
takes victory lap

The day after he was elected, Rahm Emanuel issued 
a matter-of-fact reminder: “There will be one mayor 
at a time.” 

“It is not my job to plant my car in front of his,” 
Emanuel said of Mayor Daley, the politician he’U 
soon succeed. 

Yet Emanuel is gunning it full speed ahead. 

He’s been front and center for a couple of weelcs, 
announcing his choice for Chicago Public Schools 
CEO and highlighting a slew of other team mem- 
bers day after day 

Privately he’s been involved in negotiations for 
major education reform in Springfield and conduct- 
ed his own interviews for a soon-to-be-announced 
police superintendent. 

Daley, meanwhile, is on a relatively quiet neigh- 
borhood farewell tour, a last victory lap after run- 
ning the city for 22 years. 


Emanuel won’t be sworn in until May 16, but you 
could forgive foUcs for thinking he’s already mayor. 

It’s partly the function of a longer-than-usual 
lame-duck period. Emanuel sewed things up 
Eeb. 22, sidestepping the April 5 runoff election 
many expected. In Washington and Springfield, 
major changes often are pushed through during the 
interregnum. In Chicago, the rare change of leader- 
ship means city government idles. 

Despite the potential for breaches of etiquette 
and bruised egos, Emanuel and Daley say there’s 
no tension. After all, Emanuel worked on Daley’s 
first winning mayoral campaign, and the mayor’s 
political organization helped Emanuel get elected 
to Congress. 

“(Daley) knows that I’ve got to hit the ground 
running, and he respects that I have to put a team in 
place ... given the challenges we as a city collectively 
face,” Emanuel said last week. “I not only applaud 


what he’s done ... I will keep applauding it after he 
leaves office.” 

Daley said it’s important to have a smooth transi- 
tion and doesn’t mind the attention his successor is 
getting. 

“There’s no flaws or any difficulties,” Daley said 
last week. “That’s very important.” 

Even though Emanuel doesn’t yet hold the hon- 
orific, aldermen and others have taken to calling 
him mayor. That doesn’t seem to faze Daley as he 
prepares to cede the office. 

Asked two weeks ago if he had any intention of 
taking part in a shadow mayoralty once he leaves 
City Hall, Daley broke out Emanuel’s pet phrase. 

“No, no, definitely no. We have one mayor. One 
mayor, that’s all,” Daley said. “I want to make sure 
Rahm Emanuel will be the mayor May 16, and he 
will have the bully pulpit. He will have the respon- 
sibility”

The crowd in Rome stretched as far 
back as the Tiber River, more than a quar- 
ter-mile away Devotees, many clinging to 
national flags, rosaries and water bottles 
as they sang, thronged the Vatican from all 
directions from before dawn. 

Many camped out during the night 
near the square, which was bedecked with 
27 posters illustrating each year of his pon- 
tificate, and one of his most famous say- 
ings, “Do not be afraid!”

ASKED-MEET THE BULLS’ SUPER SUBS

If an NBA team wants to win a title, it needs 
a go-to superstar to take over the game in the 
clutch— at least that’s the oft-stated cliche. 

The Bulls have that in Derrick Rose. It’s 
even better if that squad has a solid, top-to- 
bottom lineup to complement its superstar. 

The Bulls have that too. 

The 2011 Bulls have relied on the second 
unit of Taj Gibson, Kyle Korver, Ronnie 
Brewer, C.J. Watson, Kurt Thomas, Omer 
Asik and Co. Like perhaps no other team in 
the playoffs. So much so that most fans know 
the reserves by their collective nickname: the 
Bench Mob. 

“C.J. started that name, and as a unit the 
bench has adopted it because we’re always 
dogging out the first squad [in practice], like 
we did today,” Gibson said Friday 

The final score after Friday’s 90 -minute 
practice session was 10 -10, but Gibson insist- 
ed it wasn’t really that close. 

“Nah, [the coaches] cheated,” he said. “We 
were up 10-4.” 

The Bench Mob has often beat the first 
team head-to-head this season, some Bulls 
admit. Rose first outed the bench’s scrim- 
mage wins in February Their success prompt- 
ed third-year guard Watson to nickname the 
reserves, and the rest is history 

“No question, they win a lot,” starting cen- 
ter Joakim Noah said. “But it’s competitive, 
and that’s the way it’s supposed to be. Every- 
body is supposed to make each other better.” 

Consistently beating a team of stars in- 
cluding Rose, Carlos Boozer, Luol Deng and 


Noah on a daily basis, even if it is just prac- 
tice, can build the reserves’ and the coach’s 
confidence. 

“Bench production is always important,” 
said coach Tom Thibodeau, who has the Bulls 
in the second round of the NBA playoffs for 
the first time in five years. “Whoever you’re 
calling upon, they have to be ready to go. We 
feel very strongly about our bench.” 

The bench has been ready to go more 
often than not. Korver, Watson and Asik 
played in all 82 regular season games. Brewer 
missed just one— the regular-season finale— 
because o f a sprained thumb . 

In the playoffs, Korver in particular 
has stepped up his game. He hit critical 
3-pointers in games i and 2 of the Indiana 
series and helped seal the Game 3 victory 
with 10 fourth-quarter points. 

It’s enough to evoke NBA Finals 
memories of John Paxson’s memo- 
rable Game 6, 3-point dagger against 
Phoenix in 1993 or Steve Kerr’s winning 
shot from the top of the key in Game 6 
against Utah in 1997. 

If the Bulls are going to repeat those hero- 
ics, Noah knows they’ll need the Mob. 

“The bench is huge,” he said. “Every one of 
those guys has played extended minutes for 
us throughout the year and really helped us 
get to where we want to be. We wouldn’t be 
in the position we’re in right now if it wasn’t 
for them.” 

Brewer attributed some of the Bench 
Mob’s effectiveness to pride in wanting to 
continue the success of the starters. 

“We don’t want to be the group that when

When the Bears try to look at themselves in the 
mirror, the Packers keep blocking their view. 

Being the best the Bears can be is one thing. 
Keeping pace with the Packers is another. 

And the Packers aren’t forgetting about the 
Bears either. 

The Bears drafted an offensive tackle with 
their first-round pick Thursday Gabe Carimi 
probably will play right tackle, which not coin- 
cidentally, will see him frequently matching up 
with the Packers’ best defensive player, outside 
linebacker Clay Matthews. 

By choosing Carimi, the Bears may have also 
chosen the left tackle they will compete against 
twice a year (at least) for the foreseeable future.

Green Bay waited until the sixth round to draft 
linebackers, and then took two, D.J. Smith from 
Appalachian State and Ricky Elmore from Ari- 


zona. Both were good values who slid in the draft 
because of poor workouts. 

The Packers added lo players in the draft, five 
more than the Bears. But whereas it’s possible all 
of the Bears’ draft picks could roster, the loaded 
Packers might end up cutting up to half of their 
draftees.
